DEFEATS HYPERION II. AND COLLOQUY IN A 
FAST-RUN THREE-QUARTERS. 



Injury Inflict* a Surprise— Bellwether Takes a Race 
— E. T. Shipp Lucky in Beating Rustle — Many 
Havana Pilgrims Departing. 



New Orleans, La., March 6. — Jockey J. W. 
Murphy, who is under contract to J. W. Burttscbell. 
and who was rated as one of the most promising 
lightweight riders in the saddle here, was given an 
indefinite suspension hy the judges this afternoou, 
and in all probability it will be some time before 
they will remove the ban. His punishment, was 
brought about by his poor effort while astride Ida 
May in the second race, won by Bellwether. He 
disregarded riding instructions by failure to allow 
the filly to go to the front after the start, and in 
the stretch run his bluff at riding hard was only 
too apparent. Owner J. C. Milam made no secret 
that he thought Ida May would win. and gave his 
opinion that the filly would run the six furlongs 
in 1:13 if she was forced out. He was astounded 
at her poor performance and joined the majority in 
laying the blame on the rider. The judges promptly 
suspended the rider and are looking further into the 
race. It is barely possible that others may be con- 
nected with the reason for Ida May’s poor showing. 
Bellwether, the winner, was supported at an un- 
warranted liberal price and made good without much 
effort. 

I’rince Ahmed again showed good form by winning 
the six furlong handicap, which featured the card, 
in last time from a speedy band of racers. He 
was skillfully ridden by Notter and stood the final 
drive unflinchingly. Hyperion II., which finished 
second, might have won but for being away in a 
tangle and suffering from early interference when 
Polly Prim bumped him soon after the start. Col- 
loquy went at top s|>eed f<*r a half-mile, but tired 
thereafter and had to lie hard ridden to save third 
place from the fast-coming Polly Prim. 

A spirited finish marked the sixth, won by Royal 
Onyx from Merrick, the favorite. Merrick was the 
leader up to the last sixteenth, when Royal Onyx 
joined him and they fought it out. There were 
some who thought that Royal Onyx had fouled Mer 
rick, but Notter did not make any complaint. 

Injury, which Rosen pulled up shortly after the 
start in the previous race, was bustled along into 
a long lead soon after the start in the opening 
race and won all the way from The Slicker. Miss 
Hapsburg, which was a starter, tripped soon after 
the start when a dog ran across her path. Skirvin, 
her rider, was badly shaken up by his tumble. 

E. T. Shipp was lucky in finishing in front in 
the third race as Rustle was clearly the best, and, 
but for suffering from repeated interference, would 
have won by a big margin. 

W. H. Fixer attempted a big betting coup in the 
sixth race with Morales and would have accom- 
plished it but for the colt falling lame after going 
a half. The mishap allowed Beatrice K. to go on 
mid win handily from Bertmout. The latter, in a 
hard drive, took second place from Morales. 

In the closing race St. Bellaue won in game fash- 
ion. as he fell lame during the stretch run and 
pulled up limping. 

Several of the layers who have been o|ierating 
here this winter, will try their fortune in Cuba 
and will leave tomorrow for Havana to be in at- 
tendance at the opening of the new track there. 
Among those who have signified their intention of 
making book at the Cuban capital are J. Sheehan. 
•’Kid” Rouse, Jerry Howard and William Bern- 
hart. The latter purchased from Burlew & O’Neill 
the horses Gaea, Molly Stark and McGregor, which 
will be shipped tomorrow to Havana. 

New iuterest in the local Derbys was aroused 
this morning when Pinkola, carrying about 100 
pounds, worked a mile over the City Park track 
in a fraction less that 1:41, which was considered 
by good horsemen to be a capital move. Burlew, 
on hearing of the work, merely remarked: “I will 
bet $1,000 that Chapultepec is in front of Pinkola 
in every furlong.” He denied having had any 
offer from Paul J. Rainey for the transfer of Cha- 
pultepec. 

C. Fox, who has been spending the winter here, 
will return to New York tomorrow. 

The steamer Chalmotte, which leaves tomorrow 
for Havana, will have aboard about 130 race fol- 
lowers. Among the passengers listed are Harry 
White. Joe McLennan and James Milton. This trio 
will act in an official capacity at the new track. 

J. C. Cahn is said to have a speedy home-bred 
youngster in George C. Dillon, a two-year-old chest- 
nut gelding by Counter Tenor — Brigand Queen, 
which will make his first start at New Orleans be- 
fore the close of the season.

Greatest of all races run each year is the world 
famous Epsom Derby. Annually in England it is 
an impressive event to look forward to and date 
back from. To view it parliament adjourns aud 
from king to costermonger a countless throng gath- 
ers to acclaim its decision. lu no way does the 
Derby of 1908 lack its customary importance, and 
every loyal Briton hopes that King Edward’s big 
colt. Perrier, will gallop away with its honors. 
In an exhaustive review of the race a recent edition 
of the Sportsman says: 

“Now that there has been a certain amount of 
preliminary wagering on the Derby, it will lie of 
general interest to give a talde showing by whom 
and where the large numlier of horses still in the 
chief race of the coming season under Jockey Club 
rules are trained. All told, the horses not struck 
out number 187, but of these nine sun not run. 1 icing 
geldings, and eight others are trained in the United 
States, and therefore highly improbable runners. 
This leaves us with 170, and of these 142 are in 
public English training stables, ten trained pri- 
vately, two in Ireland, and no fewer than sixteen 
in France. 

“As fortune is supposed, as a rule, to be on the 
side of the big battalions, it may be advisable to 
first take a. glance at the stables most numerously 
represented. Three trainers have each no fewer 
than eight aspirants to the fame attaching to a 
Derby winner. Almost needless to say that in- 
cluded in the three are W. Waugh, the present 
master of the famous Kingsclere establishment, 
and I*. • P. Gilpin. The latter won his first Derby 
two years ago with Spearmint, aud some people 
tli i nk that if Gaivani had been at bis best he would 
have scored a second victory for ( larcliaven _Ias( 
year, the third trainer having eight Derby ea'intt- 
dates in his care is A. Taylor. Neither W. Waugh 
nor Taylor has as yet experienced the pleasure of 
wiuuing a Derby, but only one horse can win it 
each season, and liotii trainer* have already had the 
felicity of saddling a St. Leger winner. Another 
trainer with a biggish Derby string is G. Black- 
well. who has seven in his charge ait Newmarket, 
where Mr. G. Lambton — who last week returned to 
Newmarket from the Mediterranean seaboard in 
order to supervise active operations — is also strongly 
represented, six of his three-year-olds being in the 
chief Epsom classic. When Colonel Hall Walker's 
horses come from the north to Russley H. S'. Persse 
will likewise have six Derby horses to train. At 
Newmarket again R. Marsh is responsible for five. 
Including the king's colt, Perrier, and R. Sher- 
wood, J. Watson, and T Waugh for four each. 
Seven trainers have three Derby candidates a piece 
in their stables, aud among those with only one or 
two can be mentioned Major Edwards, one of whose 
pair. Mountain Apple, has yet to taste defeat, and 
Sir C. Nugent, whose hopes rest solely on that 
good colt, Prospector. Details:

Impedes Inclement Near the Finish of the Second 
Race and the Favorite Given First Place. 

Los Angeles. Cal., March 6. — The disqualifying of 
“Lucky” Baldwin’s Del Cruzados today in the sec- 
ond race was just and so palpably so that the judges 
hoisted Inclement’s number without a moment’s 
hesitation. McBride on Del Cruzados pulled across 
in front of Inclement when seventy-five yards from 
the line, thereby causing Shilling on the latter to 
pull up. The decision was greeted with loud ap- 
plause from the graudstand, as it gave first place 
to the favorite. 

’Hie old roan gelding. Bill Mayliam, came back 
to the races today and repeated his performance of 
Tuesday by again taking the first race in a canter. 
Anna May ran in second place throughout aud La 
Chata finished an easy third. The others never 
were serious contenders. 

Tli" first disqualification of the season occurred 
following the running of the second race when Del 
Cruzados palpably (ouled Inclement by crossing in 
front of him in the last sixteenth. Shilling promptly 
lodged a claim of foul which the judges allowed and 
disquulifl-d the Baldwin youngster, Melton Cloth 
being given second place and Bell of Brass third. 
Tlie horses behind the first four finished in two 
close up bunches, heads separating them as they 
passed the judges. 

Bemay won the third race by a narrow margin 
from Pal in a bard drive. Laudable finished fast 
and took third place from Sun Mark in the last 
stride. 

The loug-distan<-e race, which featured the card, 
went to Edwin T. Fryer after wearing down the 
pacemaker, Chalfonte, in the last few strides. L. 
C. Widrig was a contender to the stretch, whefp 
he tired badly. 

Shilling again showed his skill in bringing Cotil- 
fo tlie front in the sttetch run and winning 
with ease over the tiring Sainrida. 

Bribery was an odds-on favorite and had Shilling 
up, but tired in the stretch after setting the pace, 
allowing Toller to win going away. 

William Walker has about decided to return to 
Oakland Sunday with his horses and probably will 
not race at this track again this winter. 

Eugene Hildebrand, the former jockey, has notified 
the management that he will arrive tomorrow with 
a number of horses which will be raced here by 
him during the rest of the meeting. 

Jockey Shilling had a field day in winning four 
out of six mounts. His mounts were generously 
supported throughout, and the bookmakers fared 
badly. 

P. T. Chinn and his friends lost heavily on the 
defeat of Chalfonte by Edwin T. Fryer in the fourth 
race. 

The weather was raw and chilly and overcoats 
were much worn for the first time here in some 
days. 

WALDECK HORSES AND FARM TO BE SOLD. 

Lexington, Ky., March 6. — Karl Jungbluth has 
authorized the disposal of Waldeck Stud and of 
his breeding farm, which is located near Louisville. 

Manager Walter Hopkins came here today and 
closed a deal with W. J. Treacy, of the Kentucky 
Sales Company, to sell twenty-two broodmares and 
ten yearling thoroughbreds hy auction in this city 
Monday, April 13. The farm, which embraces 500 
acres, will be sold as soon as a purchaser can be 
obtained. 

“Mr. Jungbluth has contracted for another five 
years with McAndrews & Forties,” said Mr. Hopkins, 
“aud so much of his time is to be spent abroad that 
he is compelled to give up his horses and his farm. 
He will sail from New York for Smyrna tomorrow 
to be gone three months.”

HIS SUPERIOR RIDING LANDS MITRE WIN- 
NER WHEN THE RACE SEEMED LOST. 



Little Jane Takes the Race for Two-Year-01ds- 
Eudora Wins After Many Failures — Santa Anita 
Horses Moving to Oakland. 



Oakland, Cal., March 6. — Jockey Willie Kuapp 
scored a sensational victory on Mitre in the closing 
race at Oakland today after an exhibition of pa- 
tient perseverance and skill unequalled on the local 
race track this winter. Rejuvenated old Kenil- 
worth all but lost his opponents, including Mitre, 
at the start and it required horsemanship of the 
highest order to pilot the favorite to victory. 

The card, despite its lack of stake features, 
was a good and varied one and contained at least 
two attractive races in which superior class horses 
were engaged. This applies particularly to the 
two-year-old race in which a quintette of highly 
tried juvenile stars in Little Jane, Seattle, Ocean 
Maid, Alice Collius and Carrie Thatcher tried con- 
clusions. As is usual in these affairs, success went 
with the speediest beginner. This time it was 
Little Jane. At a longer distance than today’s 
journey, of three and a half furlongs, both Seattle 
and Ocean Maid would have beaten her. Barney 
Schreiber, the owner of Seattle, believes the big 
daughter of. Sir Hercules and Ohio Belle to be the 
very best filly he has ever bred or raced. The 
other race of importance was captured by Cigar- 
lighter, the 7 to 10 choice. 

Tlie Myers — Schaffer combination launched one of 
their long-deferred good things in Eudora In the 
fifth race. 

Favorites fared badly in the first half of the 
card. The heavy and deceptive going was chiefly 
responsible for whatever form reversals cropped up 
during the afternoon. 

The fine weather brought out an augmented at- 
tendance to the course. The exodus of horses and 
horsemen from Santa Anita has begun. Barney 
Schreiber unloaded six racers from there today, in- 
cluding Cull Holland, one of the prominent can- 
didates for the Undine Stakes tomorrow. 

Willie Knapp left tonight for Santa Anita to ride 
Early Tide in the Derby. 

Jockey Horner will leave for New York tomorrow. 

Miller will have mounts on the following horses to- 
morrow: Belmere, Alsatian, Blameless and Dorado. 

Gilbert will ride Tavora, Bill Eaton, Taunt and 
Preen. 

OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF DENVER MEETING. 

In a communication received from G. A. Wahl- 
green. secretary and general manager of the Den- 
ver-Overland Jockey Club, he outlines the pros- 
pects of the spring and fall meetings which the 
club will hold this year as follows: 

“Our meeting will start June 13, running thirty- 
one days, closing July 18. We will raise all our 
stakes and overnight purses. Instead of $200 aud 
upward as heretofore, the purses will be $300 and 
upward; tlie Derby $2,000 instead of $1,000, and 
the other feature races from $600 to $1,000. We 
will have six running races each day. The first 
two weeks will have one harness race also. Our 
starter will be Mr. Ed Tribe, who has been doing 
excellent work for us the past three years. We 
are increasing the size of our betting ring very 
materially ami also building some 200 new stables. 
We are spending $300,000 on our grounds for a fair 
this fall which will run for one week, beginning 
September 7. Many of the horsemen can summer 
here. We will probably run the fall meeting a 
week or so beyond the scheduled time of the fair. 
There will be a number of conventions here during 
our race meeting, such- as the National Democratic 
Convention, which will undoubtedly increase our 
average attendance. Open ring will prevail as here- 
tofore. All indications point to a still better meet- 
ing that that of last year, which was far ahead of 
anything of previous seasons.” 



LEXINGTON STICKS TO SELECTED DATES. 

Lexington, Ky.. March 6. — At a meeting of the 
directors of the Kentucky Association today, J. N. 
Camden, Jr., and W. R. Letcher were re-elected 
president and secretary respectively. On the sub- 
ject of spring dates it was the sense of the meetiog 
that Lexington should not relinquish her position 
and that there should be ten days racing here begin- 
ning April 22 and ending May 2. Louisville has 
expressed a desire to open May 2. but the directors 
here do not think they should give up one of the 
two Saturdays to permit this. The matter was 
finally placed in the hands of the executive com- 
mittee, which is instructed to meet with repre- 
sentatives of the Louisville and Latonia tracks and 
agree upon a schedule which the State Racing Com- 
mission will be asked to sanction. So it is now 
probable that the Kentucky Derby will be run on 
Monday, May 4.
